Untimely illness and injuries tossed the proverbial 
monkeywrench into Portage's hopes for a .500-plus 
football season in 1957. The Indians lost three of their 
first four contests, but were on comeback trail when a 
weakened Tribe dropped a 6-0 decision to a Lowell 
squad which they should have beaten with comparative 
ease. Victories in the two final games salvaged the 
four win, four loss, and one tie season. 

After losing the opener, 19-13, to Crown Point, the 
Indians bombed Dyer, 21-0. However, the Tribe was 
dealt a serious blow in the Dyer game when the full- 
back, Bill Todd, received a slight brain concussion, 
and played only one more full game. 

Trailing 14-0 the Indians fought back to a tie but

lost, 28-14, to Griffith's last quarter surge. Calumet 
Conference champ, Gary Wirt, edged Portage, 6-0 in 
the next contest. 

Portage then trampled Merrillville, 35-14, and 
gained a topsy-turvy 13-all homecoming tie with 
powerful Gary Edison before the flu-bug and Lowell's 
Red Devils hit. 

The Tribe closed the schedule with a water-logged 
25-0 trouncing of Valparaiso and a 20-0 defeat of East 
Gary. 

Head coach Bob Smith and associates tutored a 
speedy, hard-charging backfield and a line (usually 
the unsung members of a grid team) worth bragging 
about.

Portage's basketballers had a new coach, a new gym- 
nasium, their own holiday tourney, a new fast-break 
playing style, and a record for the 1957-58 

season. 

Coach Harvey Noland’s Tribe, with three wins in 
seven conference games, finished in fourth place. They 
took third in the Portage Tourney and lost, 70-66, to 
Chesterton in the County Tourney championship game. 
Mostly because of a 58-41 upset of Horace Mann, they 
were given an outside chance of taking the Valpo 
Sectional crown, but were upended by Kouts. 

The Indians uncorked 85 points against Jackson, 33 
of which Dave Strilich tallied--both for County Tourney 
records.

Portage's young, inexperienced baseball team suc- 
ceeded in winning only three of thirteen games while 
tying one. The Tribe's wins were a 6-5 defeat of 
Merrillville, a 4-2 win over Boone Grove, and a 16-6 
pasting of Griffith. Against Griffith the Indians 
scored twelve runs in the last two innings. The tie 


was a 3-3 nine -inning thriller with Boone Grove. Four 
of the losses were by fewer than three runs.
